PREMIER BRATIANO OF RU- 
MANIA IS DEAD—UNCROWN.- 
ED KING OF THAT COUNTRY 
PASSES FOLLOWING THROAT 
OPERATION 


Bucharest, Nov, 24.—Lionel Bra- 
tiano, premier of Rumania, generally 
regarded as the country’s uncrown- 
ed king, died today, 

A complication of diseases prov- 
ed fatal after an operation yester 
day for an abecess of the thyoat. 
The premier was 64 years old and 
wes active almost till his death. 


Brother Named Premier 
Premier Bratiano died at seven 
am, His brother Vintela was ap- 
pointed premier by the regency 
courcil and he formed a_ cabinet 

composed of former members. 
Guards were trebled throughout 
the capital. Troops in the whole 


country was ordered to stand by 
‘Trough the premier became i 
ly ill last night, his death was un- 
expected. An operation for an 
abscess of the throat at first re-| 
moved his sufferings from tonsiliti 
a little, but later another operation 
proved necessary. Fearing himself 
that the end might be near he asked 
that his keys and all personal papers 
be given to his nephew Constantine 
3ratiano, the chief executive of his 
cabinet. 


Carolists Rejoice 
Nov. 24, — Rumanians 
ly to the former Crown Prince 
expressed the belief today 
that the death of Premier Bratiano 
would expedite a legal return to the 
country of Carol and possibly enable 
him to attain the throne.
